may, 
therefore, be regarded as almost 


certain fhai the balloon passed within 
fifty or sixty miles to the east of the 
Seven Isiands of Spitsbergen, where 
the pigeon was found. Mr. Walter 
Wellman. who is very competent in 
such matters, and is himself preparing 
a polar expedition, declares that un- 
der such meteorological conditions the 
balloon must have been carried first 
southward over the open portion of 
the Bering sea and then toward Franz 
Josef land. If the passengers in the 
car of the balloon then touched terra 
flrma it coud not have been elsewhere 
than within the limited space between 
Bering sea. Spitzbergen, Nova Zembla 
to the south and Franz Josef land and 
the polar ocean to the north — that is 
to say, beyond the 85th or 86th paral- 
lel. It is thought improbable thattho 
aeronaut drifted as far as Siberia or 
Nova Zembla, for in that case they 
would certainly have 
succeeded, m 


communicating with the 
civilized 


world. The general movement of the 
tempest .which prevailed toward 
the 


east precludes the hypothesis of thP 
balloon having drifted toward Green- 
land or Spitzbergen. 
M. Lachambre, 


therefore, considers there can be but 
three hypotheses concerning the spot 
at which the balloon touched ground. 
The first is that it reached Franz Josef 
land. In that case Andree would have 
recognized the impossibility of pro- 
ceeding northward and would have 
come southward. The explorers would 
have easily reached Capo Flora on the 
SOth parallel, where 'Jackson left 
a 


comfortable house and abundant pro- 
visions for wintering. If they 
had 


failed in reaching that 
spot 
they 


would, according to M. Lachambre, 
certainly have been able to construct 
icehouses for themselves and to shoot 
sufficient bears, seals and moose to 
feed upon. The second hypothesis is 
that the balloon fell into the sea to 
the southeast of Spitzbergen. Being 
questioned a few days before his de- 
parture as to what he would do it 
such an accident happened, Andree re- 
plied: "We shall be drowned." The 
third hypothesis is that the balloon 
may have been carried to the north- 
east of Franz Josef land 
In that case 


tie aeronauts 
would probably have 


perished. In admitting 
that 
they 


reached the 
ice fields of the 
polar 


ocean with their equipment and gnns 
they would, in eight weeks' 
march, 


have been able to rear-h land. 
But 


with the exception of a stray bear 
they would have had nothing to live 
on.

The postal-packet stamps of Salva- 


dor, the cut of which have been in the 
catalogues for a long time, are now 
on the market, and may be secured at 
a !o» pnce. These belong to the fa- 
mous issues known as Seebecks, but 
they are among the handsomely en- 
graved and attractive issues which 
iscst collector? desire to o^*tfl*n 
Those 


Seebeck issues will soon be ended, as 
the contracts expire within a short 
time and will not be renewed. These 
are desirable stamps to secure on ac- 
count of the exceedingly low prices 
at which they may b« had. There are 
a great many stamps for Portugal and 


j its colonies, and within a short time 


many additional series have been put 
forth. These, however, are sold at or 
above face value, and therefore are 
very expensive, whereas the Seebeck 
issues, although running in face value 
from one cent to one dollar, and in 
some cases to ten dollars, are sold for 
the uniform price of fifty cents a set 
after they have been condemned so 
that they cannot be used for postage. 


A Valuable Hawaiian Stamp. 


Hawaii, Uncle Sam's new colony in 


the Pacific ocean, has among us postal 
issues some very valuable stamps. The 
2-cent stamp of the first issue is uni- 
versally recognized as one of the rarest 
varieties in existence. This great rar- 
ity was issued in 1851, four years after 
the first government issue of the Unit- 
ed States. From six to ten specimens 
are known, though a few more may 
exist which have not been taken from 
their snug hiding places. One was ex- 
amined by the writer a short time ago. 
The paper was shiny with a faint gray- 
ish tint, and was so thin as to be al- 
most 
transparent. 
The inscription 


"Hawaiian Postage" appears at the 
top, the figure "2" is in the center in 
a square, surrounded by scroll work 
and the value in letters is at the bot- 
tom. The last one to come upon the 
market brought the fourth highest 
price ever paid for a single postage 
stamp—53,500—and was actually sold 
to a European collector for that sum 
Like all the rarest postage stamps the 
best assortment of the 2-cent Hawaii 
is to be found in the Ferarri collection 
of Paris, the world's largest and most 
valuable 
accumulation 
of 
postage 


stamps 
In it are several magnificent 


specimens, as well as a number of the 
5-cent and 13-cen'. stamps of the same 
issue. 


A Stamp Worth Savin);. 


The piesent 3-cent stamp of Can- 


ada will now be worth saving, 
for 


with the reduction of the postage to 
two/cents, there will be no further 
use for stamps of this denomination, 
and, when the present supply is ex- 
hausted no others will be printed. The 
further issues of 
the 
sma?' 2-eent 


stamp will be read, so that the present 
stamps of that denomination may be- 
come of some value, on account of 
color. Canada now has two stamps 
each of the value of two cents, which 
can be used interchangeably; one ia 
the large stamp issued in honor of the 
introduction of Imperial Penny Post- 
age, the other the ordinary 
small- 


sized stamp.

the Central Passenger Association. He 
filed two suits in the Supreme Court at 
Columbus to test the question, one 
against the C. H. & D and the other 
against the Pan-handle. 


He selected these two from the list of 


thirty-three roads composing the C. P 
A,, the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
to represent the Ohio corporations be- 
longing t# the association, thf P., C.,C. 
& St. L. t» represent the foreign cor- 
porations among its members. 


A large number of commercial trav- 


elers requested the Attorney General 
to institute these proceedings, but the 
Commercial Travelers' Associatio* is 
not officially concernsd in the suits, 
nor is it backing the attack, against 
the C. P. A. One cUief point of attack, 
however, in the petitions filed is the in- 
terchangeable mileage ticket, with its 
$10 deposit feature. 


The two petitions are much alike. 


They assert the C. P. A. t« be a pool 
for the fixing ot passenger rates; that j 
it operates in restraint of business and 
is a monopoly. They recite that the 
railroads who ar« members of it issue 
a 1,000-mlln rebate exchange ticket 
and bind themselves to receive a cer- 
tain prescribed covr or forat for the 
rebatp, whinh they must transmit to F.
